First In 27 Years; 
Drop Gaels 87-48

In a game marked by great team play, full of rugged 
determination, the McGill Basketball Redmen finally managed 
to bring home the Eastern Division O.Q.A.A. Intercollegiate 
title after a 27 year wait. 

ing 45-27, while Berkman headed 
the scoring with 17 points, follow- 
ed by Perkins and Horeck with 14 
and G respectively. The Bed and 
White hoopsters completely domi- 
nated the play in ths first half, 
with a great team effort undoubt- 
edly contributing to the overwhelm- 
ing score. 

The second half began with both 
teams playing extremely cautious 
ball, with Queen's cutting the Red- 
men lead to 47-33 by the four-mi- 
nute mark. However, this apparent 
defensive lapse of the McGill squad 
soon disappeared, as they once 
again opened up their offensive 
patterns, and soon enlarged the 
gap between them and the onrush- 
ing Gaels. Three quick baskets by 
Berkman (2) and Walker, with 
one, moved the Redmen back into 
a 54-35 lead by the five-minute 
mark of the half. This display of 
scoring ability shows the well-ba- 
lanced nature of the McGill squad, 
first the strong backboard control 
and rebounding, then a_.big offensi- 
ve burst. The Redmen upped the 
count on Frank Tindall's Gaels to 
6441 by the half-way mark, giving 
them a comfortable 23-point mar- 
gin. 

PILE UP LEAD 

The rest of the half was clear 
sailing for the Senior Varsity 
squad, who outscorcd the Gaels 
23-7 in thc_final ten minutes of 
play. Berkman opened this final 
scoring with a terrific inside drive, 
resulting in the usual field goal. 
Bob uses his agility to great ad- 
vantage, and his deft manoeuvres 
generally result in two-point ef- 
forts. 

Ron Horeck, as well as becoming 
a good defensive player, still man-

From the outset, it was evident 
that the Redmen were afler'a long- 
awaited victory, with Queen's Gold- 
en Gaels being the unlucky victims. 
They were hopelessly demolished 
by an 8748 count, with the big Red 
and White never looking behind 
after takling a fast . 100 lead. Co- 
captain Doyle Perkins started the 
team off on the right foot, hitting 
for six. straight points from the 
opening whistle. This lead was sup- 
plemented by Horeck's beautiful 
hook shot and Bob Berkman's lay- 
up. The McGill Cagers continually 
swarmed over the boys from King- 
ston, and held a 20-10 lead at the 
half-way mark of the first period. 

DEFENSIVE STRENGTH 

Coach Ron Sharp's charges were 
not to be denied, with their hustl- 
ing type of basketball wearing 
down the Gaels. With Ben Shore, 
Ian Monteith, Berkman, and Ho- 
reck handling the rebounding cho- 
res, the offensive work was made a 
great deal easier. 

At the 15-minute mark, the Mc- 
Gillians boasted a 32-10 advantage, 
largely on the basis of Perkins' 10 
points and Berkman's 11. Perkins 
also had a perfect night at the foul 
line, hitting for 10 in a row. The 
Redmen closed out the half lead- 



on a shot disputed by Belisle. The 
shot appeared to go by the open 
corner of the McGill cage but the 
objective goal judge said it went 
through the net and it counted as 
a marker.

Squeeze 



How much larger than high school students are 
we at the university level or how much more pocket 
money than a high school senior does a college stu- 
dent have ? We are either two and one-half times as 
large or our affluence has increased by the same 
factor. This is how the Montreal Transportation Com- 
mission seems to size up the situation. 

The MTC considers anyone under 18 years of 
age eligible for a bus pass and thus reduced travel 
rates on their vehicles. Everyone over 18 suddenly 
becomes well enough heeled to pay full fare for their 
journey. 

A university student making two trips a day by 
bus, six days weekly, spends $1.80 a week, while his 
high school or freshman counterpart pays ohly 72 
cents. The high school student, moreover, usually 
attends only five days a week and gets off with a 
60 cent tab. 

In the academic term alone, the college student 
spends $63 on bus fare, while in the same period the 
reduced fare patrons shell out $42 less. Then during 
the summer, it is likely that we would spend an addi- 
tional $30 on transportation while junior would pay 
only $12. 

Why the big distinction between those in higher 
and lower seats of learning ? One supposedly valid 
point is offered by the MTC : College students have 
an extensive vacation during which they can draw 
a higher salary and work longer than the younger 
people. Has the MTC considered that a university stu- 
dent's academic expenditure, including tuition and 
books, may total some $650, and that if room and 
board are included the figure will stretch to over 
$1000. Many students, in addition to this, return 
home during the summer — sometimes overseas — 
adding hundreds of dollars in expenses to their bud- 
get. 

High school attendants pay no tuition, receive 
free books and live at home; yet in the two summers 
preceding college entry, can earn up to $400 working 
in town or slightly less at a summer camp. 

The whole fare system could do with some in- 
vestigation and correction in our opinion. If no mem- 
ber of the MTC has recently considered the actual 
outcome of these ancient regulations, it is high time 
they did so. The governments, provincial, federal, 
and municipal, are striving to cut down the costs of 
education. Every cent that can be reduced from a stu- 
dent's bill is coming off; but the MTC has made no 
changes, only an indefinite announcement of a pro- 
posed fare hike. 

Surely the extra money acquired by the Commis- 
sion from university students is only a "drop-in-the- 
bucket" to the organization; but to each student the 
extra yearly fare amounts to at least one week's 
summer pay — money greatly needed for the expenses 
of the following academic term.

Slow Start, Good Pickup 



"Just A Season?", a departure from the 
typical McGill revue, took its time getting off 
the ground last night but ended flying high. 
Opening night nervousness hampered the effect- 
iveness of the first act material but growing 
confidence on the part of the entire cast made 
for an extremely enjoyable second act and 
favourable post mortems. 

The plot? Well, City Girl (not typically 
City Girl) comes to visit Country Cousin (somi 
Country Cousin I), whose uncle owns an antique 
shop. Enter Romeo, and a few dream sequences 
plus wacky acts later, the situation is resolved 
in favour of the Country Cousin. The simplicity 
of the plot afforded the author (Peter Scupham) 
many chances for brilliant repartee and some 
cleverly written lyrics. Outstanding among tho 
latter were "Antiques" (which suffered in pre- 
sentation), "When the world began, "You told 
me you loved me" and "Little dreamer" — all 
of which successfully implemented the multi- 
voice gimmick. 

Score Excellent 

The musical score by William Benjamin was 
excellent. Further description would be super- 
fluous, since this part of the show easily stands 
on its own merits. 

Of the lead performers, Pearl Cantor took 
top honours in the part of Diana (the Country 
Cousin). Her delivery of "I'm tired of chasing 
from man to man" completely won over the au- 
dience, and it was no surprise that the reluctant 
Tony eventually succumbed to her charms. 

Author Scupham, -as the benevolent uncle, 
was both delightful and amusing as the epitome 
of doddering interference. Jim Bradford as Tony 
made a convincing Romeo, but the quality of 
his solo numbers was uneven and could be im- 
proved by a little more projection. 

Excessive coyness marred Judy Cohen's inter- 
pretation of the part of Fancy, a difficult role 
blending elements of the femme fatale and the 
"little dreamer". Her first solo was simply too 
long, and would be a great deal more enjoyable 
after the pruning knife. 

Outstanding Minors 

Mavis and Prudence, two girls on the loose, 
played by Lillian Singer and Naon;i Singerman, 



were outstanding in minor parts. Their perform- 
ance in "When The World Began" was one of 
the highlights of the first act. On the male side, 
Jim Khazzam, in the role of the poet Randolph, 
was a continuous source of enjoyment 

"Tho City's Finest", a sergeant and three 
policemen, received deserved applause for their 
energetic and entertaining sequence in the sec- 
ond act. The quartet had their lines and choreo- 
graphy down pat but we would advise more co- 
ordination with the orchestra. 

Dancing Polished 

The dancers, provided with high calibre 
routines, turned out two dream sequences which 
were polished and almost professional. We wish 
we could connect names with faces to bestow 
plaudits on those talented participants. The sec- 
ond sequence was deftly and humorously execut- 
ed, but the connection with the plot line seemed 
somewhat tenuous. • 

The opening of this year's Revue Is a great 
deal more satisfying than those we have seen 
in the past, and with a greater emphasis on 
volume could become a real success. The same 
is true (without qualification) of the finales 
of both acts. 

Although the audience was offered only one 
backdrop, variations on this theme proved the 
old adage that quality is better than quantity. 
Costuming was appropriate though uninspired. 

And Finally... 

Direction and choreography by Jack Ket- 
chum were up to the usual high standard set 
by former Red and White directors. However, 
in the interest of audience perception, we would 
advise that soloists come closer to the front of 
the stage. Producer Ian Eastcrbrook * deserves 
credit for a successful break with the tradition 
of political satire established over the past few 
years and for the presentation of a well-rounded 
show. 

Overall comments on the show ? If you want 
some good songs, you'll hear them; if you like 
good dance routines, you'll see them; if you like 
a good show, you'll get one. "Just A Season?" 
continues at Moyse Hall till Feb. 17, and tickets 
are sUll available.

To Be Honoured 
By Choral Society 

Pianist William Stevens, fresh 
from his successful debut at Carne- 
gie Hall on January 28, will be ho- 
noured by the Choral Society at a 
reception in the Cro-Magnon Loun- 
ge at 5 pm today. 

Stevens, who is a graduate of 
the McGill Conservatory, has been 
described by New York critics as 
of "an unmistakcably Romantic 
temperament, supported by a for- 
midable technique". 

Following a speech by Gifford 
Mitchell, Director of the Choral 
Society, the Dean of the Faculty of 
Music will present Stevens with a 
scroll enrolling him as an Honoura- 
ry Music Ambassador of the Socie- 
ty, and the Martlets will sing one 
or two numbers as a choral contri- 
bution to the celebrations.
